Wales, upon pain of having the Penalties of the Laws and tes of this Our Realm 
Jullicted them: And better means to Depart accozdingly - We do hereby De- 
clare and Puvlily Our further n and Pleaſure, That ik ac any time befoze the end of the 


ſaid Thirty Days, they oꝛ any of them ſhall Reſozt to any Poꝛt⸗Town of Dur ſaid Kingdojil 
of England, o2 Dominion of Wales, and there Declare himſelf to the Magiſtrate of che Town; 
oz other Officers of any Poꝛt, that he is a Pꝛieſt, and that he is thers to take Shipping fox his 
Paſſage, they (Wall ſuffer him oz them quietly to Depart, and (Hall lee them Shipt and lent 
away fo2 Foreign Parts, and give them their Furtherance fo2 their Departure. And to the 
end this Our Pꝛoclamation may be the better Obſerved and Obeyed, We do hereby ſtrictly 
Charge and Command all Dur Lieutenants, Deputy-Lieutenants, Commiſſioners, Juſtices 
of Peace, Mayo2s, Sheriffs, Bayliffs, and all other Dur Dfficers and Miniſters whatſoever, 
That they ve Circumſpect and Uigilant, each of them in their ſeveral Charges, from and afcer 
the laid Thirteenth Day of April next, in Searching fo2> and Diſcovering all ſuch Jeſuits and 
Pꝛieſts as afozclaid,as Hall pzeſume to Remain in this Dur Kingdom of England, and Dominion 
of Wales, contrary to Dur Laws, and Dur Royal Pleaſure and Command herein Declared; 
That lo the Laws may be put in due Execution againſt them. | | 

And fo2 the better diſcovery of all others who are Popiſh Keculants, oꝛ juſtly ſuſpected to 
be ſo, We do alſo further require, charge and command; That all our Judges, Barons of 
our Exchequer, Puſtices of Peace, and Miniſters of Juſtice in their ſeveral plates, do not 
onely obſerve Dur will and pleaſure herein befaze erp2efed, in all and every of the Pꝛemiles⸗ 
But alſo fozthwith put all other Dur. Laws in due Execution againſt all Popilh Recuſants, 
and ſuch as are ſuſpected to be lo, in oꝛder to their ſpeedy Conviction , and cauſe the ſaid 
Laws to be publickly given in Charge at all and every their Alliles, Goal-deliveries 
and Quarter⸗leſſions reſpectively ,” an Then and there take Dꝛder that ſuch Popiſh 
Recuſants, oꝛ perſons ſuſpected to br o, may be ſpeedily Pꝛelented, Indicted, and Convicted 
accozding to Law, and that due Pꝛocels of Law may from time to time be iſſued out upon 
ſuch Convictions. | 

And becauſe there may be ſome Pꝛieſts Impꝛiloned in this our Realm, yet unknown to us; 
We do Will and Command all Sheriffs, Bayliffs, and Keepers of Pꝛilons, within Twenty 
days after Publication of this our Pꝛoclamation, fo Advertiſe Dur Pꝛivy Council, oz ſome 
of them: of the Names of all ſuch Pꝛieſts that are in their Cuſtody, and by whom and foz what 
cauſe they were Committed, to the end that thereupon We may give oꝛder koꝛ their Tran⸗ 
ſpoztation as the Caſe (hall require.
